In Bagram district : 

In the mine fields of Soorat Kheil village 154 anti- 
personnel mines were discovered and destroyed as a 
result of which 2022 sqm. agricultural land was reha- 
bilitated and made ready for cultivation. In Qala- 
iBeland of Bagram district 6364 sqm. agricultural land 
was cleared of mines. During demining operations of 
the area 13 anti -personnel and 1 anti-tank mine were 
discovered and destroyed. 

Kabul Province 



In Saroobi district : In related villages of Saroobi dis- 
trict a total of 132 anti -personnel mines and 23 UXOs 
were discovered and destroyed. 
ATC Site Office No. 1 has successfully completed 
mine clearance operations in the following villages of 
the district : 

In Janai Ghundei 23 mines and 2 1 unexploded cannon 
shells were discovered and destroyed in 17398 sqm. 
grazing land . 

Also in July of the current year ATC mine clearance 
teams have successfully carried out the following 
demining operations in Saroobi district. In Mangal 
area of Saroobi district 222 sqm. in Momandi Qala 
1289 sqm, in Kooz Qala 1933 sqm, in Bando Qala 
429 sqm. in Louy Qala 1926 sqm. and in Ahangaran 
village 36700 sqm. agricultural and grazing land were 
cleared of mines in Khak-e-Jabbar district. 
ATC Site Office No. 10, after being established in 
1994, was assigned to clear Lata Band area. The pro- 
ject started its mine clearance activities in Chenari vil- 
lage. Fortunately during the short term of its assign- 
ment the deminers of the project succeeded in clearing 
26849 sqm. grazing land. The area was rehabilitated 
after the destruction of 10 anti-personnel mines dis- 
covered in that locality. 

Paktya province 



In Sayed Karam district : 

ATC mine clearance teams at Site Office no.4 suc- 
ceeded in discovering and destroying 10 anti- 
personnel mines and 21 UXOs and rockets as a result 
of which 43186 sqm. grazing land in Durani village, 
1 1535 sqm. grazing land in the central part of Sayed 
Karam district and 5977 sqm. land of the same cate- 
gory was cleared of mines in Ya Kheil village. 



Zazi district : 

ATC demining teams No. and No., succeeded in 
clearing a part of the minefield in Ali Kheil village of 
Zazi district. In the course of these mine clearance op- 
erations 100 anti -personnel mines and 31 unexploded 
ordnance and rockets were discovered and destroyed 
as a result of which 32308 sqm. agricultural land and 
3720 sqm grazing land was cleared. 

In Gardeiz city : 

In the month of July of the current year mine clearance 
teams at ATC Site Office No. 6 cleared the agricultural 
land at Ebrahim Kheil village in the surrounding areas 
of Gardeiz city. 

The aforesaid demining teams were able to discover 
and destroy 36 anti-tank and 247 anti-personnel mines 
with 47 items of unexploded ordnance and rockets in 
308193 sqm. agricultural land and 21175 sqm. resi- 
dential area. 



Maiden Province 



In Narkh district : 

In Shahabuddin village 31298 sqm. agricultural land 
and 15332 sqm. residential area has been cleared as a 
result of discovering and destroying 32 anti -personnel 
mines. This village had been deserted due to the previ- 
ously laid mines. The agricultural land in the area was 
also cultivated for years because of fear of mines ex- 
isting in certain parts of the locality. 

Kota-i-Ashro district : 

ATC mine clearance teams at Site Office No. 8 suc- 
cessfully cleared 5398 sqm. agricultural land in Cha- 
raka village. In the course of these mine clearance op- 
erations I anti-tank and 6 anti -personnel mines were 
discovered and destroyed. 

It is noteworthy that in the abovementioned areas of 
Maidan province a total of 57 items of unexploded 
ordnance and rockets were discovered and immedi- 
ately destroyed by the assigned mine clearance teams. 

Logar province 



In the month of July of the current year the ATC mine 
clearance teams of Site Office No. 9 succeeded in 
clearing an 80468 sqm. area, including 21279 sqm. 
grazing land, 2258 sqm. agricultural land, 46780

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tation to all of the 150 personnel of the project. ATC 
HQ thanked them for this and due to unfavourable ec- 
onomic conditions prevailing in the country as a 
whole, presented their excuses. 
ATC's day to day achievements attracted further atten- 
tion from UN organizations as well as a number of in- 
stitutions which showed interest in participating in 
such positive and effective activities. At this time ATC 
and UNOCHA, faced great economic problems and in 
October 1992 ATC disengaged ten mine clearance 
teams from service. This issue was noted by UN- 
OCHA and the UN HQs. Due to unforgettable servic- 
es which ATC had accomplished in the way of reha- 
bilitation and reconstruction of Afghanistan and had 
performed the mine clearance tasks under very diffi- 
cult circumstance UNOCHA and ATC jointly made 
efforts to tackle the problem not to allow this humani- 
tarian programme to stop. They did not want to let 
ATC's demining teams, who had gained a lot of valu- 
able skills and experience through their hard work, 
scatter. Therefore UNOCHA HQ, particularly Martin 
Barber, Head of the programme in Islamabad, advised 
ATC on preparing a proposal and present ins it to 
CEC, hoping for the possible, opportprojecty for the 
continuation of ATC projects. Accordingly, missions 
as well as representatives from different countries 
showed interest in visiting ATC activities inNan- 
garhar province. As mentioned, separate missions in- 
cluding representatives from Japan, USA, Sweden, 
and Australia went to Nangarhar province and visited 
the mine clearance procedures. Fortunately they had 
satisfying results. Reports of such visits, published in 
the world press, encouraged CEC to provide funds 
for the five mine clearance teams of Site Offices No. 1 
and 3 since 1st February 1993 which continues to 
date. Within the first few months of work the person- 
nel of these two projects showed appreciable perfor- 
mance and efficiency. Also the excellent and precise 
reports from ATC paved the way for extending CEC's 
funding for the aforementioned projects. Therefore 
our programmes are in the process of further devel- 
opment and progress. 

In June 1993 Site Office No.3 was moved to Kunduz 
province and through hard work successfully 
completed the clearing of mines in areas of top priority 
in the province. Lists of these areas is as follows : 



Coffeehouse at Alikheil village, surrounding areas 
of Chardara Bridge, the Nasseri village, Angoor Bagh, 
Rasheed Abad and Dasht-e-Asqalan. 
The total area cleared of mines reaches 446409 sqm. 
from which over 100.000 persons benefited. In the 
course of mine clearance activities in Kunduz province 
a total of 265042 fragments were collected and 3663 
anti-personnel mines, 3 anti-tank mines and 68 
items of unexploded ordnance were discovered and 
destroyed. 

After completing the assigned tasks in Qunduz prov- 
ince Site Office No. 3 was again moved to Nangarhar 
province and was settled in Jalalabad. On 4.1 1.93 the 
project started mine clearance activities in Behsood 
district. During six months the project cleared the fol- 
lowing areas of mines : Pul-e-Kama, Miran village, 
residential areas at Tangi-e-Toghchi, agricultural land 
at Tangi-e-Toghci and Pul-e-Kama, Goorestan-e- 
Qarya-i-Miran, Belwari village and agricultural land at 
the village, and at Qassem Abad village. As a result of 
these activities over 50000 residents of the area re- 
sumed their normal life. At the end of June of the cur- 
rent year Site Office No.3 was moved to Parwan 
province. The project started mine clearing activities in 
the surroundings of Charikar city, Bagram district, 
Qala-i Baland and Gujur kheil village. The project is still 
working in that area. 

At present the project has three demining teams, one 
medical project, one mine-detector repair workshop 
and 131 personnel. 

Since its establishment to date Site Office No.3 has 
discovered and destroyed 128 anti-tank, 6013 anti- 
personnel mines, one booby trap and 653 unexploded 
cannon and mortar shells. As a result of these valuable 
efforts of the project a total minefeld and Battle Area 
which covered 2435438 sqm. land were changed to 
safe places. 

At the time of establishment of Site Office No 3 school 
head master Hazrat Mohammad was supervisor of the 
project. Now Brother Abdul Wali is the Supervisor. 
The latter was previously working with project No. 1 
in Kunar province. Due to his qualification and 
perseverance the supervisor for project No.l pro- 
posed him as supervisor in project No 3. 
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of further development of the organization our person- 
nel will become capable of implementing mine clear- 
ance programmes outside Afghanistan with efficiency 
and required skill without facing any major hindrance. 
After the seminar ended the instructors went into 
Afghanistan and opened English training courses at 
Site Offices. 

At present English Language courses from the Begin- 
ners level upto. level 3 have been opened in nine Site 
Offices in which the 'Intercom' series is being taught. 

Establishing Two New Mine 
Clearance Teams 

In July of the current year ATC mine clearance teams 
No.21 and 22 were established and dispatched to 
Afghanistan. On 15th July Team No.21 was de- 
spatched to Logar province to join the previously as- 
signed teams at the Site Office. Also on July 27 Team 
No. 22 was assigned to initiate demining tasks at the 
recently established project at Lataband area of Khak- 

• 

e-Jabbar district, Kabul province. Each one of those 
teams has 30 mine clearance personnel who have suc- 
cessfully completed the UN mine clearance courses 
and passed different tests. Two superiors and skilled 



team leaders have been assigned at the head of these 
newly formed teams to make the demincrs well ac- 
quainted with the required techniques of the job. 
It needs to be stated that the abovesaid teams are fi- 
nanced by CEC. 

Training Seminar Established For 

ATC Drivers 

Since the beginning of the current year to date ATC 
has focussed serious attention that the standard of 
knowledge of the related personnel be improved. Tak- 
ing this point into consideration the organization has 
established training courses and seminars for all its 
personnel who work at ATC HQ at Peshawar or any 
related Site Office within Afghanistan. Based on this 
assumption a seminar was held in July for twelve 
ATC vehicle drivers recently employed. Quite impor- 
tant pertinent adminastrative and technical issues were 
explained to them. 

After the primary stage of work these drivers were as- 
signed to Site Offices and another group was sum- 
moned to the HQ in Peshawar to attend a somlar semi- 
nar. 

It is intended that all ATC drivers, whose numbers 
reach 80 persons, participate in such short- term seminars. 




SiU Office Tify, 3 

The historic province of Bamyan which lies in the 
middle of Afghanistan and which has remained safe 
from attacks of the alien forces throughout past centu- 
ries because of its difficult passes and paths had its 
freedom years before the fall of Kabul government. 
But even this province was not secure due to existence 
of tens of thousands of anti-personnel mines laid/ 
scattered in many areas within the province. 
ATC, which since its inception have taken more pro- 
gressive steps in the way of rendering better mine 
clearing services to the people of Afghanistan. Partic- 
ularly in recently freed regions, established Site Office 



No. 3 and assigned it to work in the areas of Sarasyab 
and Bagh-e-Bala in the city of Bamyan. The mine 
clearance work in these minefields took two years. 
Fortunately Site Office No. 3 cleared all areas of top 
priority within Bamyan province. 
After successfully completing the assigned tasks Site 
Office No.3 was moved to Sarkani district, Kunar 
province, in July 1991 in order to continue the hu- 
manitarian service in that area. At this time the number 
of personnel working in Site Office No.3 was 54. but 
this number has now increased to 1 30. Therefore, the 
number of personnel working in the project when 
compared to the present number clearly shows the 
rapid and multilateral development of ATC Site Offices. 
Within the four months of its activities in Sarkani Site 
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
